Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

For  many  years,  certainly  more  than  15  years,  it  has  been 
known  that  some  local  springs  were  acid  and  able  to  dissolve 
metals,  including  lead. 

In  1963  there  were  two  cases  of  lead  poisoning.  A  long 
length  of  lead  pipe  from  a  private  spring  supplied  the  single 
house  in  which  the  cases  occurred.  Mr.  Thompson  describes 
what  was  done  in  the  section  on  water  supplies. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  a  case  of  copper  poisoning  was 
diagnosed,  and  a  highly  acid  water  supply  cut  off  and  replaced 
by  water  from  the  regional  scheme. 

It  is  difficult  to  secure  a  sterile,  palatable,  chemically 
satisfactory  water  throughout  the  district  and  it  requires  constant 
care.  Anyone  who  has  a  private  water  supply  and  can  obtain 
water  from  the  properly  supervised  public  water  supply  ought 
to  do  so  .

There  were,  however,  no  still 
births  this  year  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  but  even  so, 
taking  still  births  and  infant  deaths  together,  1963  was  worse 
than  the  average.  The  worst  of  the  10  years,  taking  still  births 
and  infant  deaths  together,  was  1957.

When  called  for  by  the  family  doctor,  the  District  Nurse 
will  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes. 
In  case  of  difficulty  messages  for  district  nurses  can  be  left  at  the 
District  Health  Office,  Grape  Lane,  Whitby  (Tel.  No.  Whitby  520). 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting  of  homes 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children. 
It  is  their  duty  to  visit  every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below 
school  age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be  encouraged  to  discuss 
even  the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who  may 
then  reassure  her,  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis, 
and  aged  persons.

At  31st  December,  1963,  6,816  persons  had  received 
protection  again  poliomyelitis  by  vaccine  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme. 

Since  1958  senior  school  children  have  been  offered 
protection  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  vaccine,  and  at  the  close 
of  1963,  539  children  had  been  treated  in  that  way. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Two  large  ambulances  and  one  light  ambulance  (utilicon) 
are  housed  in  a  garage  off  Stakesby  Road,  Whitby. 

Occasionally  W.V.S.  helpers  in  the  Hospital  Car  Service 
have  helped  the  ambulance  service,  and  assistance  has  also  been 
given  by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  28  cases  in  the 
Rural  District  received  assistance  during  1963. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on 
income  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible  full 
rate  of  4s.  Id.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct  by  the 
County  Council.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  for  the  area 
work  from  16,  Dean  Road,  Scarborough.  Tel.  No.  Scarborough 
5900. 

Welfare  Services. 

The  office  of  the  District  Welfare  Officer,  who  sees  to  the 
welfare  of  old  people,  is  at  Grape  Lane,  Whitby.  Tel.  No. 
Whitby  235. 
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Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

An  active  Voluntary  Care  Committee  serves  the  needs  of 
the  area,  its  chief  functions  being  to  provide  extra  nourishment, 
clothing,  bedding,  medical  comforts,  nursing  equipment,  etc.,  and 
to  do  everything  possible  for  the  welfare  of  sick  persons. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Care  Committee,  Mr.  K.  Birdsall,  has 
kindly  prepared  the  following  extract  from  his  Annual  Report : — 

“  During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1964,  the  following

The  “  Meals  on  Wheels  ”  service  distributed  2352  meals 
during  the  year.  This  service,  ably  organised  and  staffed  by  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Services,  is  financed  almost  wholly  by  the 
Care  Committee.  In  association  with  County  services  such  as 
home  nursing  and  home  helps  it  enables  many  old  people  to 
remain  at  home  who  would  otherwise  require  hospital  beds. 


Chiropody  Service. 

During  the  year  four  chiropodists  have  taken  part  in  our 
Chiropody  scheme.  One  of  these  decided  to  leave  the  scheme  in 
July,  1963.  Treatment  is  offered  to  the  following  classes  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  family  doctor : —

Persons  with  mental  illness. 

Expectant  mothers. 

419  patients  received  treatment,  compared  with  362  in 
the  previous  year.  A  total  of  2,569  treatments  were  given 
compared  with  2,229  in  the  previous  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Ostergard  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  District  and  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
Department  for  the  year  1963. 

All  22  parishes  in  the  district  have  a  mains  water  supply 
which  is  owned  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation,  and  87%  of  the 
houses  are  connected  to  these  water  mains.  A  water  main 
extension  was  made  to  the  new  village  of  the  Camphill  Village 
Trust  at  Botton  Hall  estate,  Danby. 

Although  no  new  sewerage  schemes  were  actually  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  work  proceeded  on  the  combined 
scheme  for  Ainthorpe,  Castleton  and  Danby  and  a  start  was  made 
on  the  Hawsker  scheme.  As  a  result  of  the  Council’s  sewerage 
programme  62  dry  closets  were  replaced  by  water  closets. 

A  second  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  renewed  during  the 
year,  the  new  vehicle  being  twice  the  capacity  of  the  old  one  in 
order  to  cope  with  the  increasing  amount  of  work. 

69  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants,  making  a  total  of  424  houses  improved  since  the  inception 
of  the  grant  schemes,  or  over  9%  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district. 
32  new  houses  were  built  by -private  enterprise  and  8  by  the 
Council.  2  unfit  houses  were  demolished  and  6  were  closed. 

Applications  for  Council  houses  increased  by  9  to  181  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  65  of  the  applications  were  from  outside 
the  Council’s  district  and  77  of  the  applicants  were  elderly 
people  needing  bungalows.  To  meet  these  needs  large  Council 
building  programmes  are  to  start  at  Stainsacre,  Sleights  and 
Staithes  during  1964. 

Meat  inspection  continues  to  take  up  much  of  your 
Inspectors’  time  and  overtime  working  'is  necessary  at  Egton 
slaughterhouse  at  weekends  and  on  one  or  two  evenings  during 
the  week.  It  is  regrettable  that  no  powers  exist  to  confine 
slaughtering  to  reasonable  hours  and  so  allow  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  the  same  leisure  time  as  that  enjoyed  by  the  rest  of 
the  staff.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


General. 

All  of  the  twenty  two  parishes  in  the  District  now  have 
a  piped  water  supply  and  approximately  600  properties  only  are 
without  a  mains  supply.  These  properties  are  mainly  isolated 
farms  and  cottages  which  cannot  be  economically  supplied 
because  of  the  contours  or  long  pipe  lines,  although  they  have 
nearly  all  their  own  individual  supplies  from  springs. 

It  is  now  the  intention  of  the  Scarborough  Corporation 
Water  Department  to  concentrate  on  extending,  improving  and 
renewing  their  mains. 

There  were  no  shortages  of  water  in  the  area  during  the 
year  and  a  continuous  watch  was  kept  on  the  quality.  The 
report  on  water  supplies  in  the  area  has  been  compiled  with  the 
aid  of  the  Scarborough  Corporation’s^  Water  Engineer  and 
Manager,  Mr.  H.  South. 

Renewals  and  Extensions. 

The  following  mains  were  laid  in  the  district  either  to

Two  new  500,000  gallon  capacity  permanent  reservoirs 
at  Ugthorpe  and  Pokeham  Brow  were  in  the  final  stages  of 
construction  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  to  commence  a  scheme  in  1964  to  take  in  water 
from  the  River  Esk  at  Chain  Bridge,  Ruswarp. 
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Water  Schemes  owned  by  Scarborough  Corporation. 

The  Regional  water  scheme  supplies  Aislaby,  Borrowby, 
Castleton,  Danby,  Dunsley,  East  and  West  Barnby,  Egton,  Egton 
Bridge,  Ellerby,  Fylingthorpe,  Goidsborough,  Grosmont,  Glaisdale, 
Hawsker,  Hindenvell,  Houlsyke,  Hutton  Mulgrave,  Iburndale, 
Kettleness,  Lealholm,  Lythe,  Mickleby,  Newholm,  Newton 
Mulgrave,  Raw,  Robin  Hood’s  Bay,  Roxby,  Runswick  Bay, 
Sandsend,  Scaling,  Sneaton,  Stainsacre,  Sleights,  Staithes, 
Ugglebarnby  and  Ugthorpe. 

Commondale,  Goathland  and  Port  Mulgrave — each  of 
these  villages  has  a  separate  water  scheme. 

Privately-owned  Water  Schemes. 

Westerdale  and  Esk  Valley. 

Piped  Supplies  to  Dwellinghouses. 

Sixty  eight  houses  were  connected  to  the  Scarborough 
Corporation’s  water  mains  during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  4,039  houses  were  on  main  water  supplies,  either  privately 
or  publicly  owned,  representing  about  87  %  of  the  total  number  of 
houses  in  the  district.  The  remainder  (607)  are  mostly  isolated 
houses  and  farms  which  have  their  own  private  supplies.  Only 
a  very  small  number  of  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  by 
standpipe. 


Water  Samples. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  as  follows.  The  samples  from  the 
public  supplies  were  mainly  taken  by  the  Scarborough 
Corporation.

Tests  were  made  on  several  private,  and  the  public  water 
supplies  at  Glaisdale  for  plumbo-solvency.  As  a  result  of  these 
tests  one  private  supply  was  found  to  be  plumbo-solvent  and  was 
replaced  by  a  mains  supply,  the  Glaisdale  water  supply  was 
connected  to  the  Regional  Scheme  and  the  old  springs  were 
abandoned. 

Wherever  unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  found, 
remedial  measures  have  been  taken  and  the  springs  eliminated  or 
the  water  treated. 

Samples  taken  from  the  Scarborough  Corporation’s  Regional 
water  scheme  were  mainly  satisfactory.  The  principal  supplies 
in  the  Rural  District,  i.e.  the  Regional  Scheme,  Goathland  Water 
Scheme  and  Randymere  Reservoir  supply,  are  all  chlorinated. 
The  Regional  Scheme  and  Goathland  Scheme  water  is  subject  to 
filtration  and  treated  to  counteract  possible  plumbo-solvency. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

New  Schemes, 

Although  no  new  sewerage  schemes  were  completed 
during  the  year,  plans  were  being  prepared  for  a  number  of 
village  schemes. 

General. 

During  the  year  work  continued  on  the  sewerage  scheme 
to  serve  Ainthorpe,  Castleton  and  Danby,  and  a  scheme  for  the 
village  of  Hawsker  commenced. 

Only  three  or  four  main  villages  now  require  sewerage 
schemes,  after  which  attention  can  be  given  to  schemes  for  the 
smaller  villages  and  hamlets. 

Forty-six  houses  were  connected  to  sewers  during  the 
year.  Of  the  4646  houses  in  the  district,  3127  are  connected  to 
sewers.

Closet  Accommodation. 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  on  the  conversion  of  dry 
closets  to  water  closets,  even  though  no  new  sewerage  schemes 
were  completed  during  the  year.  A  total  of  62  conversions  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  majority  of  these  were  carried 
out  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants.  In  other  cases  the 
Council  make  a  grant  of  £5  in  respect  of  each  conversion  of  a  dry

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  three  lorries  and 
11  men  being  employed.  The  service  undertakes  the  emptying 
of  dustbins  and  dry  closets  in  all  villages. 

The  district  covers  an  area  of  178  square  miles  and  the 
population  is  spread  over  52  villages  and  hamlets,  and  as  the 
main  villages  all  have  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  the  service 
can  be  considered  to  be  a  very  good  one. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March  1964  was  £10,731,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of 
11.3d.  in  the  £

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  two 
quarries,  one  man  being  employed  full  time  on  one  tip  and  one 
part  time  on  the  other  tip.  A  small  proportion  of  the  refuse 
(about  2%)  was  dealt  with  at  the  refuse  disposal  works  of  the 
Whitby  Urban  District  Council.  The  proportion  of  refuse 
disposed  of  at  each  place  is  shown  below :  —

A  second  refuse  vehicle  of  the  fore-and-aft  tipping  type 
with  power  press  and  of  25  cubic  yards  capacity  was  put  into 
service  early  in  the  year,  replacing  a  12  cubic  yards  side-loading 
vehicle.  As  a  result,  the  total  carrying  capacity  of  the  refuse 
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lorries  was  increased  from  47  to  60  cubic  yards.  This  resulted 
in  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  loads  of  refuse  collected  to  917^ 
from  1,103  loads  in  1962,  although  in  fact  the  amount  of  refuse 
collected  was  greater  than  ever  before. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  loads  resulted  in  less 
travelling  time  to  and  from  the  tips,  thus  allowing  more  time  for 
loading,  but  this  advantage  was  offset  by  the  increasing  amount 
of  refuse  which  has  to  be  collected. 


Cesspool  Emptying. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  privately-owned,  and  21  Council 
septic  tanks  were  emptied  during  the  year,  amounting  to  168 
750-gallon  loads.  A  charge  of  £1  per  load  is  made  for  emptying 
domestic  tanks,  and  £3  for  the  first  load,  £2  for  subsequent  loads, 
for  emptying  tanks  at  farms  and  business  premises. 


Salvage. 

Salvage  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  The  following  table  shows  the 
weight  and  value  of  the  various  items  of  salvage  sold  during  the

Street  Sweeping. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  at  Staithes, 
Hinderwelil,  Runswick  Bay  and  Robin  Hood’s  Bay.  Litter  baskets 
are  posted  at  regular  intervals  but  it  is  still  necessary  to  carry  out 
regular  sweeping. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  has  provided  and  maintains  Public  Con¬ 
veniences  at  Castleton,  Danby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge,  Fylingt'horpe, 
Glaisdale,  Hinderwell,  Lealholm,  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  (2),  Sleights 
and  Staithes  (2).  There  are  Public  Conveniences  at  Sandsend 
and  East  Row  owned  by  the  Mulgrave  Estate,  but  administered 
and  cleansed  by  the  Council. 

Further  Public  Conveniences  are  contemplated  at 
Goathland,  Grosmont  and  Westerdale. 
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HOUSING. 


The  statistics  compiled  from  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
completed  in  1949  are  kept  up  to  date  as  far  as  possible  and 
additional  information  added  each  year.  Most  of  the  properties 
which  have  not  been  inspected  are  agricultural  dwellings  and 
larger  type  houses.  The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  is

The  figures  in  brackets  show  the  position  when  the 
Survey  was  completed  in  1949,  and  indicate  that  there  has  been 
a  slow  but  steady  improvement  in  the  sanitation  of  the  houses 
generally  since  then.  The  number  of  houses  without  internal 
water  supply,  sinks,  baths  and  water  closets  is  being  rapidly 
reduced  through  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  and  the 
installation  of  new  sewerage  schemes. 


Unfit  Houses. 

There  were  181  Class  V  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
compared  with  184  at  the  end  of  1962.  Many  of  the  Class  V 
houses  in  the  district  are  weekend  cottages,  used  only  for 
holiday  purposes,  and  gradually  quite  a  number  of  these 
properties  are  being  reconditioned  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants.  Now  the  Council  have  decided  to  built  more  houses, 
the  Slum  Clearance  programme  can  be  accelerated.

Repairs  and  Improvements. 

Fifty-one  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants,  an  increase  of  6  on  1962. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Discretionary  Grant  Improve¬ 
ment  Scheme  in  1951,  377  houses  have  been  improved,  the  grants 
totalling  £76,163,  an  average  of  £202  per  house.  In  addition,  5 
Council  properties  have  been  improved. 

The  Council  pays  the  maximum  permissible  grant  of  50 
per  cent,  in  each  approved  case,  subject  to  the  statutory  limit  of 
£400. 

Eighteen  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Standard 
Improvement  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £2,123,  an  average  cost 
of  £117  19s.  Od. 

The  total  number  of  Standard  Grants  made  at  the  end  of 
1963  was  44,  at  a  total  cost  of  £3,898,  an  average  cost  of 
£88  11s.  lOd. 

Of  the  69  grants  made  during  the  year,  50  were  in  respect 
of  owner-occupied  houses  and  19  were  in  respect  of  tenanted 
houses. 

Movable  Dwellings. 

There  are  61  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  area,  accom¬ 
modating  a  maximum  number  of  661  caravans.  Of  these  sites, 
20  have  6  or  more  caravans  stationed  on  the  site. 

On  nearly  all  of  the  larger  sites  preliminary  inspections 
reveal  that  with  the  exception  of  roads,  the  necessary  improve¬ 
ments  requested  have  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  attached  to  the  Site  Licences.  In  1963  there  were  no 
complaints  received  in  regard  to  any  individual  caravans  or 
nuisances  on  the  caravan  sites. 

New  Houses. 

Thirty-two  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise 
and,  in  addition,  3  new  houses  were  provided  by  conversions  or 
divisions. 

Eight  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the 

year. 
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Council  House  Applications. 

There  were  181  applications  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  of  which  65  were  from  outside  the  Council’s  district. 
The  corresponding  figures  at  the  end  of  1962  were  172  and  42, 
respectively.  The  housing  register  is  revised  annually  by 
writing  to  all  applicants. 

With  a  start  being  made  on  the  building  programme  for 
Stainsacre,  Sleights  and  Staithes  during  1964,  it  is  hoped  to 
considerably  reduce  the  waiting  list.

Milk  Supplies. 

Seventeen  Milk  Distributors  and  three  Dairies  are 
registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  were  78  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream.  All  the  ice  cream  is  manufactured  outside  the  district 
and  consists  of  well-known  makes. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
one  of  which  is  a  small  Bacon  Factory.  The  slaughterhouse  at 
Egton  has  slaughtering  taking  place  every  day  except 
Thursday,  and  out-of-hours  inspection  is  required  on  Sundays, 
Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays  of  each  week. 

During  the  year  all  the  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected 
and  as  from  the  1st  October,  1963,  inspections  had  to  be  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  laid  down  in  The  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  In  addition,  all  carcases  are  to 
bear  the  mark  of  the  Meat  Inspector,  showing  they  have  been 
passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption.  From  the  same  date  the 
Council  fixed  the  undermentioned  charges  for  animals  inspected. 
These  charges  are  payable  by  the  licensee  of  the  slaughterhouse.
